There is only one minor material inaccuracy in the Presentence Investigation Report in 
the above-captioned case, Paragraph 15 ("Adjustment for Obstruction of Justice") should read: 

* 4 We do not have any information to suggest that the defendant impeded or 
obstructed justice, beyond the inherently obstructive effect of his material false 
statements to investigating agents/' 

The government submits that the inherently obstructive effect of the defendant's false 
statements must be acknowledged, although they do not, in this case^ provide a basis for a 
separate sentencing enhancement
